COALITION CABINET 
[9 SEEN AS RESULT 
OF MALTY S ACTION 


Senator Durand Shifts 
Over to Ministry 
of Interior. 


RETURN OF HERRIOT 


Political Uncertainty Sends 
Franc Downward Again; Is 
Now 29.33 to Dollar. 


Paris, April 9 (By A. P.).—The 
instability of the French cabinet, 
which formerly manifested itself 
particularly in frequent changes in 
the finance portfolio, switched to 
the interior department today, 
when the cabinet decided to trans- 
fer Senator Jean Durand from the 
ministry of agriculture to the min- 
istry of interior, to succeed Louis 
Malvy, who resigned yesterday, ‘‘for 
political reasons.,’’ 

M. Malvy’s departure from the 
cabinet is regarded as a challenge 
to his adversaries in parliament. 
He had told friends that his hands 
were so tied as a member of the 
cabinet that, when he was attacked, 
he was unable to fight back as he 
wanted. 

Senator Roussel made it known 
that he intended soon to interpel- 
late the government on the trial of 
Malvy before the Senate, sitting as 
a high court in 1918, which re- 
sulted in Malvy’s being convicted 
of defeatism. Announcement of 
this interpellation is said by many 
to have been largely responsible 
for M. Malvy’s decision. 


Would Defend Himself. 


He declared that he was adverse 
to having a defense made for him 
by M. Briand; he wanted to speak 
in his own behalf without the 
hindrance that attaches to a mem- 
ber of the government, who is 
obliged to consider the political 


‘situation when fighting opposition 


under the present circumstances. 
There is much comment over the 
fact that M. Malvy retired so soon 
after the speech by M. Herriot last 
Sunday, in which the president of 
the chamber of deputies said there 
could be no stable government in 
France without collaboration by 
the socialists. This was generally 
regarded as an announcement of 
his candidacy for the premiership, 
succeeding M. Briand, since the 
present premier is unable to obtain 
socialist support. 

Now that the budget is balanced, 
M. Herriot’s friends are urging, 
with more insistence than ever, the 
rewelding of the left bloc to sup- 
port a Herriot government. 

The political significance of M. 
Malvy’s withdrawal from the cabi- 
net was interpreted around the 
bourse .as foreshadowing the re- 
turn of the coalition to power. The 
franc, accordingly, weakened con- 
siderably, going down during the 
day to 29.25 to the dollar, then 
rallying to 29.11, to fall again to 
29.33 after the closing of the 
bourse. 


Successor Is Radical. 


M. Malvy’s familiarity with the 
situation in Morocco leads to the 
suggestion that he may be selected 
for a part in the negotiations for 
peace with Abd-el-Krim, the Mo- 
roccan leader, but thus far there 
has been no confirmation of this. 

M. Durand is one of the leaders 
of the radical group, but rather 
less aggressive than his immediate 
predecessors, Malvy and Chautemps. 
His presence in the ministry of in- 
terior is expected to appease some 
of the elements of the center and 
right in the chamber. It may, for 
the moment, strengthen-the gov- 
ernment, but political experts are in 
agreemont that the breach in the 
ministry would be widened when 
parliament reconvenes and that the 
extreme radicals and socialists will 
make use of the first opportunity to 
overthrow the government. 

Subject to the approval of the 
cabinet tomorrow Premier Briand 
has chosen Francois Binet, lawyer 
and radical deputy, to replace M. 
Durand as minister of agriculture.

As soon as 
news of the mutiny came to the 
authorities shortly after midnight, 
troops were hurried to the scene, 
and by 5 o’clock this morning a 
fleet had also sailed with orders to 
bombard the insurgents if they had 
not surrendered when the vessels 
arrived. 

The insurgents, it is said, did not 
exceed 4,000 in number. The lead- 
ers were ordered turned over to the 
commander of the fleet. They are 
to be brought to Athens for trial by 
court-martial.

LAW TO CONSCRIPT 
INDUSTRIES IN WAR 
URGED AT HEARING 


Baruch, Davis and Ely 
Indorse Capper Bill 
Before Congress. 


AMERICAN LEGION 
BACKING PROPOSAL 


Will Be. Another Emergency, 
Taylor Says—Brookhart 
Wants Capital Drafted. 


Before the Senate military affairs 
committee yesterday, Bernard N. 
Baruch, former head of the war in- 
dustries board; Secretary of War 
Davis, Maj. Gen. Hanson Ely, head 
of the army war college; John 
Thomas Taylor, vice chairman of 
the national legislative committee 
of the American legion, and other 
prominent witnesses gave their in- 
dorsement to the Capper bill, which 
contemplates the conscription of in- 
dustry as well as of man power in 
the event of war. 

The hearing marked the begin- 
ning of a drive by the American 
legion, which is strongly backing 
the bill, to bring about its enact- 
ment. The legion urges it not only 
as a peace plan, but as a plan for 
preparedness. 

Speaking the views of the legion, 
Mr. Taylor said the measure would 
prevent delay in mobilization in 
event of war, would prevent profi- 
teering and would put into the 
hands of the President the powers 
President Wilson had when the 
world war ended. 

Wants U. S. Prepared. 

“There will be another emer- 
gency, and we need not blind our 
eyes to that,’’ Mr. Taylor said. 
‘*However, when other nations know 
that America is prepared, every na- 
tion carrying a chip on its shoulder 
would give careful consideration 
before it acted.”’

“At the end of the war,’’ General 
Ely said, ‘“‘we had a system which 
even the Germans envied,”’ But, he 
said, this was after there had been 
much time and efforts wasted.

The bill, if carried into effect, 
Secretary of War Davis said, add 
greatly to the efficiency of national 
defense. He held it would tend to 


eliminate ‘‘slackers and profiteers.”’ 
“It is not a war measure,” said

80 Men Flee to Ice Floes 
Abandoning Blazing Ship 


St. Johns, Newfoundland, April 
9 (By A. P.).—The sealing 
steamer Seal was sighted 8 
miles off Bay De Verde early to- 
night, burning furiously. The 
telegraph operator who wit- 
nessed the sight said the crew 
were on the ice floes with their 
boats, awaiting assistance. 

First reports today said that 
the steamer, which left here 
yesterday for her second trip to 
the ice fields, had been badly 
damaged by fire or explosion 
and that the crew of 80 men 
were on the ice floes. The gov- 
ernment steamer Eagle was ex- 
pected to reach the burning ship 
tomorrow morning. 

All efforts to communicate 
with the Seal by wireless failed, 
and it was presumed her appa- 
ratus had been put out of com- 
mission by whatever accident oc- 
curred, The telegraph operator 
reported that the fog lifted long 
enough to give him a sight of 
the Seal and then shut down

BROADER TRAFFIC POWER 
[3 VOTED BY COMMITTEE 


Senate Group Reports Bill 
Giving Director Right to 
Revoke Permits. 


ALLOWS. COURT APPEAL 


The Senate District committee 
yesterday strengthened the traffic 
bill designed to give the traffic 
director broader powers, and or- 
dered it reported favorably. 

Amending the measure as it 
passed the House, the Senate com- 
mittee provided that the traffic di- 
rector would have full authority to 
revoke drivers’ permits, and redress 
from his decisions could be had 
only through a writ of error issued 
by the Court of Appeals. It pro- 
vided also that all traffic prosecu- 
tions take place in the police courts 
and be prosecuted by the corpora- 
tion counsel. 

The committee aleo sought to 
enter the present breach between 
the director and the courts in the 
matter of his authority to regulate 
speed. It provided that he can set 
a speed at lower than 22 miles an 
hour and higher than 22 miles an 
hour on boulevards and arterial 
highways. 

The provision would give him 
authority to require motorists to 
go slower than 22 miles an hour 
over specified bridges and at the 
same time would permit him to 
authorize a greater speed than the 
maximum now on his boulevards 
such as Sixteenth street.

PRESIDENT DENIES 
HAVING ANY OPINION 


Walsh Declares Incumbent 
Elected From Any Angle 
Case Is Viewed. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Iowa senatorial contest will 
be settled Monday, when the Senate 
votes under a unanimous consent 
agreement reached late yesterday. 
The agreement calls for the limita- 
tion of debate after 3 o’clock Mon- 
day to fifteen minutes for each 
speaker and a roll call promptly at 
5 o'clock. 

The vote will decide whether Sen- 
ator Brookhart, insurgent Repub- 
lican, will retain his seat or be 
forced to step out in favor of Dan- 
fel F, Steck, his Democratic oppo- 
nent at the polls in 1924. 

The outcome will have an impor- 
tant bearing on the political situa- 
tion in Iowa, as Senator Brookhart 
has indicated he will become a can- 
didate in the primary against Sen- 
ator Cummins (Republican), who 
is running for renomination, if he 
is unseated. If Steck is seated, the 
Democrats plan to wage a bitter 
fight against the Republican nom- 
inee in the hope of getting another 
Democratic senator from _ Iowa, 
which has not had two Democratic 
senators since its Statehood. 


Senate Held Sole Judge. 


As the Senate was reaching an 
agreement for a vote Monday the 
White House sought to quiet rumors 
that President Coolidge had ex- 
pressed a preference for Steck over 
Brookhart by denying that the Pres- 
ident had any opinion on the case. 

The President was reported as 
having no official information on 
the points at issue or any choice be- 
tween the two contestants. He 
takes the position that since the 
Constitution delegates the Senate as 
sole judge of its membership, the 
executive has no authority in such 
matters. Debate which started last 
Monday continued unabated yester- 
day, with Senator Walsh (Demo- 
crat), Montana, carrying the burden 
of Brookhart’s defense. A _ large 
share of his time was consumed in 
answering opposing senators, who 
sought to puncture his argument by 
breaking in with questions. 


Goff and Borah to Speak. 


Taking the issue up point by 
point, the Montana senator argued 
that from any angle the case was 
approached, Brookhart was elected. 
He stressed the importance of abid-» 
ing by the Iowa election laws, which 
he declared gave Brookhart 1,334 
more votes than allowed by the Sen- 
ate elections committee, a majority 
of whom recommended the seating

“CAKE-EATER” BANDIT, 
18, IS DOOMED TO DIE 


Testifies He and 4 Pals Killed 
Restaurant Keeper on Fail- 
ing to Get Liquor. 

New York, April 9 (By A. P.). 
Herbert Koerber, 18-year-old mem- 
ber of the Cakeeater gang, was con- 
victed tonight of first degree mur- 
der, the penalty for which is death. 
He had testified this afternoon that 
he killed Angelo Maharris, a res- 
taurant keeper, in a holdup. 

Koerber testified that he and four 
other youths, after a night. of drink- 
ing, joy riding and robbery, entered 
the Maharris establishment and 
tried to buy liquor. It was refused 
and the restaurant keeper was shot. 


Defense counsel had attempted to 
show that Koerber had the mind of 
a 10-year-old: child, and that on 
the night of the shooting he was 
so drunk he did not know what he 
was doing.

ADOPTED 


Representation in the Washing- 
ton Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions will be sought by residents of 
Washington suburbs in Montgom- 
ery county, Md., if plans developed 
at the meeting of the Battery Park 
Citizens association at the school- 
house in Edgemoor last night ma- 
terialize. 

The association adopted resolu- 
tions calling on the president, Maj. 
R. B. Lawrence, to instruct dele- 
gates from Battery Park to the 
Montgomery County Federation of 
Civic Associations to present reso- 
lutions at the meeting of the county 
association next Monday night, call- 
ing for such representation. 

‘‘We feel that residents of Bat- 
tery Park, Edgemoor, Bethesda, 
Leland, West Chevy Chase and 
other communities adjoining Wash- 
ington are really an Integral part 
of the National Capital,’’ the reso- 
lution set forth, ‘“‘and as such we 
feel that we are entitled to repre- 
sentation on the civic organization 
most representative of Washington, 
which is the Federatoin of Citi- 
zens Associations. 

“Our aims for the beautification 
of the National Capital are in ac- 
cord with the aims of the Washing- 
ton association and for this reason 
we feel that closer cooperation 
would be obtained by giving our 
citizens a voice in its affairs. In the 
interest of cooperation, we suggest 
that the Montgomery County fed- 
eration offer the Washington feder- 
ation an interchange of representa- 
tion, so that our plans may be work- 
ed out in still greater harmony,’’ 

The Battery Park association also 
voted to install street lights as soon 
as they can be erected, and voted to 
take an active part in ‘‘clean-up 
week”’ which starts in Montgomery 
county Monday.

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WORKINGMEN WANT 
WHOLESOME BEERS, 
LABOR LEADERS AVER 


Oppose Saloons, Desire 
Home Stills Thrown Out, 
Senators Told. 


CALL VOLSTEAD LAW 
NOT ENFORCEABLE 


90 Per Cent of Wage Earners 
Now Making Liquor, 
anata bomen 


By ALBERT W, FOX. 

Wholesome, palatable and legal 
beer in place of harmful, illicit hard 
liquor. Keep the saloon forever out, 
but give the workingman the chance 
to throw the home distillery out 
after it. Stop trying to regulate per- 
sonal hibits and mental attitudes by 
law, especially when it is demon- 
strated that-such laws are not en- 
forceable. 

This is the composite recommen- 
dation made to the Senate commit- 
tee yesterday by representatives of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Four million wage earners and 
25,000,000 Americans support, al- 
most unanimously, their recom- 
mendations, according to yester- 
day’s spokesmen for the American 
workingman. The testimony of six 
witnesses all tended in the same di- 
rection and added another feature 
to the prohibition hearings. 

Workingmen's Welfare Urged. 

It was all admittedly the testi- 
mony of interested witnesses. But 
in each case it was asserted that 
the welfare of the American work- 
ingman and the duty of citizenship 
were the only considerations which 
prompted the interest shown by or- 
ganized labor’s accredited spokes- 
men, 

The indictment which these men 
brought against present conditions 
réspecting attempted enforcement 
was the most sweeping indictment 
yet heard by the committee. 

William Roberts, representing 
the president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, was the first wit- 
ness. He testified that the federa- 
tion represented 48 state federa- 
tions with 4,000,000 wage earners 
or, including their families, 25,000,- 
000 people. 

The federation has declared, by 
virtually unanimous vote, that the 
Volstead act should be modified, 
Mr. Roberts said. Unrest in labor 
circles due to the prohibition act 
has increased together with increas- 
ed intensity of feeling against pro- 
hibition. American workingmen 
generally, he said, were opposed to 
the return of the saloon and like- 
wise opposed to the intemperance 
and harm which he said resulted 
from present conditions. These con- 
ditions would disappear to a great 
extent, he contended, and the mil- 
lions of American 
would be satisfied 
have their light beer. 


Has Traveled Widely. 


Explaining that he had traveled 
extensively in all parts of the coun- 
try, in pursuance of his duties as a 


workingmen 
if they could 


} representative of American labor, 


Mr. Roberts said: 

“Everywhere we went we have 
found plenty of distilled liquor but 
a scarcity of real beer. Homes have 
been turned into distilleries and 
breweries.” 

Prohibition is discussed every- 
where, he added, in the hotels, in 
smoking cars, on the streets, and it 
is always the same Story of com- 
plaint against the Volstead act. The 
greatest complaint, he said, was 
that people were forced to drink 
harmful concoctions. The Amerti- 
can wage earner, according to Mr. 
Roberts, can not understand how a 
man can be personally wet and pro- 
fessionally dry. 


Efforts of Volsteadism Stated. 


Volsteadism has brought a gen- 
eral disregard for law, an increased 
rate of drunkenness, insanity, blind- 
ness and crime, besides raising an 
army of bootleggers, he said. 

“‘We want reasonable. interpreta- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment,” 
e said, ‘“‘not unreasonable and 
fanatical interpretation.” 

."‘We are drifting nearer and 
nearer to being a whisky-drinking 
nation as a result of prohibition,” 
he stated, adding that the movement 
against the Volstead act was not 
a flash in the pan, but a stable and 
growing movement. The working 
man can not understand why it is 
that the drys claim the people want 
prohibition, and yet at the same 
time the drys “fight a referendum — 
so strenuously,"’ Mr. Roberts said. 
Nor, he explained, can the

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FENNING CAN MAKE 
DEFENSE IN RECORD, 
MADDEN SUGGESTS 


Representative Willing to Let 
Commissioner Tell His 
Own Version. 


GARRETT CRITICIZES 
UNDERHILL’S ACTION 


Blanton Seeking to Have the 
House Name Committee 
to Investigate. 


Suggestion that Commissioner 
Frederick A. Fenning should have 
his defense of the charges preferred 
by Representative Blanton, of 
Texas, placed in the Congressional 
Record, was made yesterday by 
Chairman Madden, of the House ap- 
propriations committee. 

“You may say this for me,” Mr. 
Madden said, significantly, “if any 
person against whom grave charges 
have been made in the House wishes 
his side of the case presented in 
the Record, there are many ways in 
which it can be done. I, for one, 
will see that it is done.”’ 

Mr. Madden’s statement carried 
added significance, in view of the 
action of Representative Underhill, 
of Massachusetts, in stopping Mr. 
Blanton’s attack on the floor Thurs- 
day on the ground that Commis- 
sioner Fenning could not defend 
himself. 


Underhill Criticized. 


Severe criticism of Mr. Under- 
hill’s action was made by Minority 
Leader Garrett. 

“‘We are interested in matters of 
this kind,’’ said Mr. Garrett, ‘‘and 
the publi¢ should have the facts.”’ 

It was pointed out that Mr. Blan- 
ton has sought and is still seeking 
an investigation by a committee, at 
which both sides could be devel- 
oped. The indications are that the 
House District committee will have 
to launch the inquiry, and if it gets 
to a point where witnesses refuse to 
testify, the House will be asked to 
enlarge its powers. 

Chairman Snell, of the House 
rules eommittee, said that while he 
was making a study of the charges, 
he had not yet come to any con- 
clusion as to whether he would ap- 
prove an investigation by a special 
committea. 


Blanton Given Extension. 


Although Mr. Blanton did not 

have the opportunity to develop his 
full case before the House, he was 
granted an extension to have addi- 
tional matter printed in the Record. 
This he did. 
It was revealed yesterday that 
he charged the commissioner with 
falsifying his accounts in the case 
of Robert Lee, an inmate of St. 
Elizabeth’s. Mr. Fenning’s claim 
on the ward for the past year, Mr. 
Blanton charged, was $213.04. 

“From reading the report of Mr. 
Fenning,”’ said Mr. Blanton, 
“wherein during‘ the past year he 
shows that he paid $1,440 to the 
mother of Lee, and that he also 
paid her $60.22, covering her own 
funds which she spent for his ward 
—her son—and that he spent 
$151.88 for clothing for his ward, 
one would imagine that between 
him—his ward—and the mother of 
his ward, everything was peaceful 
along the Potomac. 


Lee Poorly Dressed. 


“When I inspected St. Eliza- 
beth’s, last Saturday, I found that 
Roley Lee was the shabbiest dressed 
inmate I saw there. He had on an 
old suit that looked as if it had 
been worn until you couldn’t tell 
its original color, and it could not 
have cost over $25 when it was 
new, unless the purchaser of it had 
been robbed. 

“I found that Roley Lee does not 
even know his guardian, Mr. Fen- 
ning.’’ 

The boy’s mother, Mr. Blanton 
declared, qualified as a guardian 
for her son four years ago, and 
since that time has been seeking 
to have him transferred to her 
keeping, but Mr. Fenning has 
blocked such a move because he 
doesn’t want ‘“‘to give up his 10 
per cent.” 

Mr. Blanton submitted affidavits 
from the mother to support. his 
charges.

CUTS SCHOOL ITEMS 
TO AD STREET FUND 


Approves Supply Bill After It 
Reduces House Budget 
by $61,520. 


WATER RATE INCREASE 
ELIMINATED BY BODY 


Restriction on Costs of Land 
Purchases Also Is 
Removed. 


With drastic shake-ups in school 
and street items, the Senate appro- 
pridtions committee yesterday 
agreed to the District supply bill. 
It carries a total of $33,697,771, 
a reduction of $61,520 under the 
House Dill. 

A net feduction of approximately 
$350,000 is made in school items, 
part of it going to the $622,200 in- 
crease for street repairs and im- 
provements. To meet the addi- 
tional expenditure for street repairs 
the Senate committee also lopped 
$263,400 from new street surfac- 
ing projects approved by the 
House. 

Restrictions on the purchase of 
school sites and provision for a 
water rental increase of not less 
than 26 per cent, inserted in the 
bil] by the House, were stricken out 
by the Senate. 


Report Likely Today. 


The bill will be reported to the 
Senate today and, pending its re- 
port, the shifts made in _ street 
projects were not available. 

The Senate committee also elimi- 
nated provision for a people’s coun- 
sel for the public utilities commis- 
sion in the belief that legislation 
creating an entirély new commis- 
sion would be enacted at this ses- 
sion. 

In adjusting school funds the 
Senate committee lopped $256,000 
off of the $275;000 appropriation 
approved by the House for Francis 
Junior High school; eliminated all 
of the $200,000 for McKinley 
Technical High school; took $100,- 
000 from the $360, 000 approved by 
the House for the proposed junior 
high school to replace Garnet Pat- 
terson school; eliminated the $75,- 
000 appropriation for Petworth 
school, combined gymnasium and 
assembly hall, and struck out the 
$75,000 appropriation for the West 
school, combined gymnasium and 
assembly hall. 

The appropriations for charities 
and correctional institutions were 
revamped to meet the new condition 
brought about by the enactment of 
the bill establishing the board of 
public welfare July 1. 

The committee increased the 
House appropriation of $100,000 
for an addition to the Langley Jun- 
ior High school to $200,000 to pro- 
vide for an assembly hall and gym- 
nasium and authorized the commis- 
sioners to enter into contract, aside 
from appropriations, to the extent 
of $400,000 for the building project. 

The committee also approved the 
budget estimate of $49,000 for a 
bird building at the zoo, which was 
disapproved by the House, and $26,- 
000 was added for the purchase of 
a site for a new high service reser- 
voir. 

Lighting Rates Fixed. 


The committee also inserted a 
provision that not more than 87% 
per cent of rates heretofore estab- 
lished by law may be paid for elec- 
tric street lighting and that pay- 
ment for electric current for new 
forms of street lighting shall not 
exceed 2 cents a kilowatt hour. | 

Another feature of the bill as pre- 
pared by the Senate committee 
would require thaf in disbursing 
funds in the District the commis- 
sioners ‘‘shall require such form of 
receipts as evidence of payment as 
may be deemed sufficient in the 
opinion of the corporation counsel 
to give full legal acquittance to the 
District of Columbia.” 

Contractors for street paving 
would be held responsible for de- 
fective work for four years under 
another provision.

Sailors who could swim under 
water and thus avoid the sheet of 
blazing oil that was thrown over 
the Mississippi river were the ones 
who had the best chance of escape. 

The story of how men leaped 
from the Silvanus, dived and swam 
to safety was related by Albers and 
William van Beck, fifth engineer 
on the Dutch steamer. Beck said 
in a hospital here today that he be- 
lieves he was the last man to leave 
the vessel. 

“When I came to the rail,” he 
said, ‘“‘there was no one in sight and 
oil was burning in the water all 
around the ship. I threw myself 
into the water and think I swam 
about 250 yards, most of the time 
under water, for when I came up I 
would breathe fire and it seemed to 
me that there was fire everywhere.” 
He said he was “reasonably certain 
that several of the ship’s officers 
also were lost.’”’

Archbishop's Statement. 


Archbishop Curley’s 
follows in part: 

“The red journals of Mexico are 
gleefully making capital out of 
Washington’s reception of Puig 
Casauranc. Who is Puig? He is 
the minister of public instruction 
in the cabinet of the red president 
of Mexico. He is the man who finds 
pleasure in his bitter persecution of 
Catholic sisters and gloats over 
their sufferings as they are thrown 
out on the public streets of Mexi- 
can cities and towns. He is the 
man (if man he is) who is putting 
into effect against Catholic schools 
the red constitution of 1917.

Calles is 
in power today and continues his 
persecution of the church because 
he feels that he stands in with 
Washington. The very machine 
guns which were turned on the 
clergy and people of San Luis Poto- 
si a few weeks ago are American 
guns. The rifles used on the women 
of Mexico City two weeks ago dur- 
Ing the desecration of the Church 
of the Holy Family, came’ from 
America. We, through our govern- 
ment, arm the hired bandits of 
Calles. We hold up their hands and 
positively refuse to permit the Mex- 
ican people to take advantage of 
their nearness to the border to rise 
effectively against their persecu- 
tors. We are friendly to Calles and 
that friendship, even of the diplo- 
matic kind, is enough to keep him 
where he is and to encourage him 
in his nefarious work of destroy- 
ing the very idea of God in the 
hearts of millions of Mexican chil- 
dren,

BANKER OON ENDS LIFE 
BY PLUNGE OF 16 FLOORS 


J. C. Hilton, Dictating Letter, 
Suddenly Stabs Self and 
Leaps From Window. 


GRADUATE OF WILLIAMS 


New York, April 9 (By A. P.).— 
John C. Hilton, young Williams col- 
lege graduate and son of a banker, 
plunged headlong to his death from 
a skyscraper window today after 
stabbing himself with a pair of 
shears. 

As he was dictating a letter in the 


officies of an advertising firm on 
the twentieth floor of a building at 
Madison avenue and Fortieth street 
where he was considered ‘“‘the life 
of the office,’’ young Hilton sudden- 
ly jumped to his feet, stabbed a 
long pair of shears repeatedly into 
his chest, and hurled himself from 
the window. He landed on a second 
floor extension and was dead when 
an ambulance arrived. 

The young man was a son of 
Frank L. Hilton, vice president of 
the Bank of Manhattan Co. 

During the past Christmas holi- 
days the engagement of young Hil- 
ton and Miss Mary Mixsell, of Beth- 
lehem, Pa., was anounced at an 
elaborate social function given in 
honor of the couple by Mrs. Hilton. 
No date had been set for the wed- 
ding. 

Hilton was graduated in 1923 
from Williams college where he was 
editor of The Purple Cow, was on 
the staff of the Williams Record, 
and was a member of the musical 
club. 

Hilton’s employer said he had 
been in poor health for several days. 
Fellow workers said that although 
he had been somewhat depressed 
recently, he seemed in excellent 
spirits today. 


Carpenter Hangs Self 
In Kitchen of Home 


Harvey L. Dayhoff, 52 years old, 
a carpenter, of 254 Ninth street 
northeast, was discovered hanging 
in the kitchen of his home early 
yesterday. 


The body was found by his wife 
when she went into the kitchen to 
prepare breakfast.

CHILDREN HELO IN CELLS 
AD STRIKE DISTURBERS 


Parade of 20,000 Young 
Folk Planned, Despite Ban 
by Police in Passaic. 


“JOAN OF ARC” TO JAIL 


Passaic, N. J., April 9 (By A. P.). 
Determination to lead a parade of 
20,000 children of textile strikers 
through Passaic streets tomorrow 
or keep the children out of school 
on Monday, was expressed today by 
Albert Weisbord, organizer, and 
chairman of the united front com- 
mittee of textile workers. Permis- 
sion to hold the parade was denied 
by Passaic police on the ground that 
lives of children might be endanger- 
ed. Weisbord, at a meeting in Gar- 
fleld today, asserted that not one 
child must enter school on Monday 
in the event that the procession. was 
interfered with. Children played a 
large part in this, the first 24 hours 
of the three-day period which Weis- 
bord yesterday promised would be 
the most critical of the eleven 
weeks’ strike. 

Arrest and punishment of six 
youthful pickets, accused of stoning 
and booing police, shared interest 
only with Weisbord’s announcement 
of a new attempt to organize Pat- 
terson dyehouse employes and the 
sentencing of Nancy Sandowsky, the 
strikers’ Joan of Arc, to 30 days in 
jail. Leading a picket line of sev- 
eral hundred children in the Bot- 
any mill section last night, the six 
wene taken into custody by Patrol- 
man Thomas Crawbuck. Four of 
them were released after a night in 
jail, while Louise Bochuo, aged 17, 
and Steve Fugel, aged 16, were kept 
in cells until tonigh 

The youngest of the prisoners 
was 12-year-old John Wurst. Re- 
leased with him early today were 
Charles Teller, 14, Catherine Klein, 
16, and Joseph Windt, 15. 

Sentences were imposed by Judge 
William B. Davidson, who said he 
was much more interested in bring- 
ing into court the persons who had 
induced them to form picket lines 
and cause disturbances. 


HENAY MILLER, ACTOR 
AND MANAGER, 15 DEAD 


Pneumonia Ends Life as He 
Plans Return to Stage 
at Age of 66. 


MANAGED MANY STARS 


New York, April 9 (By A. P.).— 
Henry Miller, dean of American ac- 
tor-managers, died of pneumonia 
tonight in New York hospital. He 
had been ill only a few days. 

Although his career of half a cen- 
tury in the American theater was 
conspicuously successful, death rob- 
bed him of the fulfilment of one de- 
sire—to become an actor again 
after a lapse of two years. He an- 
nounced his retirement as an actor 
in 1924, but decided this season to 
return in Lee Wilson Dodd’s com- 
edy, “A Stranger in the House.’’ He 
was stricken with pneumonia just 
before the scheduled opening Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Miller was born in London, 
February 1, 1860, and made his first 
stage appearancein Toronto. After 
his New York debut with the late 
Adelaide Neilson in ‘‘Cymbeline,’’ 
in 1880, he appeared with such 
stage celebrities as Mme, Modjeska, 
Mrs. Minnie Maddern Fiske and 
Margaret Anglin, co-starring with 
the latter. 

He became a star in his own right 
in 1897 and a manager nine years 
later. Among the successes of his 
managerial career were ‘‘The Great 
Divide,” the “Servant in the 
House,”’ ‘‘Daddy Longlegs,” ‘‘The 
Famous Mrs. Fair,’’ and ‘‘La Ten- 
dresse.’” Among the stars he man- 
aged were Ruth Chatterton, Chaun- 
cey Olcott, H. B. Warner and Laura 
Hope Crews. 


French and Spanish

MAN GLINGING 10 LEDGE 


Scores See Man Fall From 
19th Floor of Hotel to 
Escape Flames. 


WAS RADIO COMPANY HEAD 


Chicago, April 9 (By A. P.).— 
Two men, aided by a woman, risked 
their lives here early today in a dar- 
ing but unsuccessful attempt to 
rescue Leo J. Ainsworth, of Cincin- 
nati, while he clung from a window 
ledge of his fire-swept hotel room 
300 feet above the sidewalk. 

The men formed a human ladder 
from a window below the hanging 
man, but before a rescue could be 
effected, Ainsworth dropped from 
the nineteenth floor, his burned 
fingers no longer able to hold his 
weight. He was instantly killed. 


Scores of pedestrians gazed in hor- 
ror on the scene powerless to aid. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Melville, of 
Chicago, and F. A. Guilleaume, of 
New York, guests at the Morrison 
hotel, tallest hostelry in the world, 
where the tragedy occurred, were 
the three who sought to save Ains- 
worth, a pioneer in radio manufac- 
turing and broadcasting in Cincin- 
nati, 

Others who broke down the door 
to Ainsworth’s room had to battle 
the flames and when they reached 
the ledge they were too late. 

‘‘Tell my wife,’’ began Ainsworth, 
just before he dropped, but the re- 
mainder was not heard by the two 
men on the ledge below him. 

It is supposed Ainsworth fell 
asleep on his bed while smoking 
and awakened to find his room in 
flames. A guest in an adjoining 
room heard him cry for some one to 
break down the door and then heard 
the window opened. He clung to 
the ledge for five minutes. 

The impact of the body was so 
terrific that many persons who 
heard it thought an explosion had 
occurred. 

His widow and two children live 
in Cleveland, Ohio. [t was in Cin- 
cinnati, however, that Ainsworth be- 
came a leader in the radio fleld. 
With Howard Gates, he founded 
station WMH, sold last year. He 
was president of the Ainsworth 
Radio Co. of Cincinnati.

SCIENCE INTERNATIONAL, 
SECRETARY TELLS THEM 


Day of Genius.in Garret Gone 
and Trained Men Take 
His Place, He Says. 


Secretary of Commerce Herbert 
Hoover, addressing the delegates to 
the first Pan-American Congress of 
Journalists yesterday at the bu- 
reau of standards, declared that 
there was no nationality to science 
and that the service being  per- 
formed by the burean is a gift to 
all American republics. 

The visiting editors were Mr. 
Hoover’s luncheon guests at the 
bureau following their morning 
session. 

Mr. Hoover said the day of ‘‘ge- 
nius in the garret’’ was past and 
that future discoveries depended 
upon institutions where men of 
training could be brought together 
to work in laboratories toward a 
definite object. 

“Although science is not news,’ 
Secretary Hoover continued, ‘‘nev- 
ertheless there is no price the world 
can not afford to pay some of Its 
scientists.”” He cited the case of 
Faraday and his crude invention of 
electrical induction, which, the Sec- 
retary said, had added $60,000,- 
000,000 to the wealth of the world. 


Bureau Inspected. 


Preceding the luncheon the dele- 
gates inspected the bureau in com- 
pany with interpreters, who ex- 
plained in Spanish the different ap- 
paratus. 

A wreath was placed on the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier in the Ar- 
lington National cemetery by the 
delegates on behalf of the 20 Latin 
American republics represented at 
the congress. : 

From there they went to Fort 
Myer, where cavalry troops staged 
an exhibition of their horsemanship 
in honor of the visitors. 


Banquet Is Given. 


A banquet in honor of the con- 
gress was given by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce in Its 
new building on H street, last night. 
The council room, where the din- 
ner was held, was decorated with 
the flags ofethe American discov- 
erers, and speeches were made by 
John W. O’Leary, of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the natiomal chamber, and 
Henry W. Catlin, of New York, vice 
president of the American & For- 
eign Power Co. Response to the 
addresses in behalf of the delegates, 
Was made by Abel Villegas Arango, 
of Diario de Panami, Panama City. 

Mr. O'Leary in his address de- 
¢elared that the philosophy of Ameri- 
can business was “essential that 
our government should scfupulous- 
ly refrain from entering any field 
of transportation, communication, 
industry and commerce or any phase 
business when it can successfully 
be undertaken and conducted by 
private enterprise.”’ 

The speaker said he hoped to 
pee the day ‘‘when the business 
men of North and South America 
can become so organized that they

can readily solve their strictly 
business problems withott govern- 
men interference.’’ 

Mr. Catlim declared that it was 
not until the European conflift ‘‘in- 
terrupted our accustomed channels 
of communication and trade that 
we came to know and appreciate 
our own neighbors and that the 
war taught us that there are many 
things in the Old World with which 
the New World has nothing in 
common and that, in the last andly- 
sis, the American Republics if need 
be can stand by themselves for the 
things in which they believe.’’

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DONOVAN RECOMMENDS 
AGAINST PERJURY ACTION 


Assistant. Attorney General 
Tells Senator Walsh Wheeler 
Witness Is Corroborated. 


STATEMENTS OF 2 FILED 


(By the Associated Press.) — 

A recommendation against bring- 
ing perjury charges against George 
B. Hayes, of New York, the gov- 
ernment’s ‘‘surprise’’ witness at the 
Montana trial of Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler has been made by Attorney 
General Sargent by his assistant, 
Col. William J. Donovan. 

This was disclosed yesterday by 
Col. Donovan before a Senate judi- 
ciliary subcommittee, which began 
hearings on a resolution inquiring 
as to whether the Department of 
Justice intends to institute perjury 


charges against Hayes as the result 
of his testimony in Montana that 
Senator Wheeler had talked to him 


in New York in March, 1928, con-, 


cerning the Gordon Campbell oil 
permits. Wheeler denied meeting 
Hayes at all, and Mrs. Wheeler 
made an affidavit to the same effect. 

“Will you tell us why you made 
that recommendation?” asked Sen- 
ator Walsh (Democrat), Montana, 
who defended Wheeler and who is 
the author of the perjury resolu- 
tion. 

‘Because there is on file in the 
Department of ‘e~ ~ data of two 
witnesses which substantiates the 
statement of Hayes that he met 
Senator Wheeler at the Waldorf 
hotel in New York on March 16, and 
that Le talked with Senator 
Wheealer,’’ Donovan replied. ‘‘These 
_two witnesses were on their way to 
the trial in Montana when they were 
stopped in Chicago because the trial 
Was over.” 


Enforcement Begins 
At Home, Says Ferris 


The basis of law enforcement is 
home instruction in obedience, Sen- 
ator Ferris, of Michigan, told the 
Loyal Knights of the Round Table 
at their luncheon meeting yester- 
day in the University club. 

Senator Ferris deplored the lack 
of a strong home influence, assert- 
ing that most crimes were directly 
traceable to a lack of family unity 
or bad environment in the home.

Corruption Held Promoted. 


His observations in traveling 
over the country, he added, showed 
him that attempted enforcement 
was promoting corruption with jus- 
tices of the peace and agents con- 
spiring with bootleggers and ‘“‘shak- 
ing people down.’’ 

“Everywhere we hear ‘Give us 
our beer, and we’ll be satisfied,’ ’’ 
he said.

Made Whisky Drinkers. 


“Tt know of numerous instances 
where men who never drank 
whisky before’ prohibition are 
drinking it now. And they get a 
quart and stay with it in a room 
until it’s finished.’’ 

Andrew Furuseth, 
the Seaman’s union was the 
witness. 

“T know everything about you 
excepting how to spell your | name,’ 
said Senator Reed. Mr. Furu. 
seth is a familiar figure ‘ hetore 
committees of Congress as he has 
for years been instrumental in 
bettering conditions of American 
seamen and had much to do with 
the passage of the La Follette sea- 
man’s act. 

* Mr. Furuseth, who is 70 years of 
age but has all the vigor of his 
yOunger days, recalled when the 
first prohibition reform, as he ex- 
plained it, was tried out on the 
American seamen. They used to 
get grog served aboard ship with 
their meals. Then reformers fig- 
ured that if seamen did not get grog 
they would not drink when they 
came ashore, so the experiment of 
doing away with grog was tried out. 


Reform Did Not Work. 


“But it didn’t work,’’ said Mr. 
Furuseth. ‘‘Seamen began getting 
drunk when they came ashore. 
When they got ashore they nearly 
always wanted two or three drinks.” 

Bécause of his interest in the wel- 
fare of the seamen, Mr. Furuseth 
explained that he became virtually 
converted to prohibition when he 
saw the beneficial effects in the 
Portland, Oreg., district shortly 
after the Volstead act went into ef- 
fect. Conditions in that district 
had so improved that he was great- 
ly impressed. 

“But two years later,” he said, 
“T went to the same place and the 
condition was worse than it was 
before the prohibition act was 
passed.”’ 

Seamen, he sald, find it whenever 
it is to be bought in the vicinity. 


More Seamen Drink. 


“Drinking among seamen,’ Mr. 
Furuseth continued, “‘is now great- 
er thanever. If seamen could get 
a glass of beer or claret with his 
food, not 10 per cent of them would 
ever touch anything else. This is 
the condition in England, in Cana- 
da, in Italy. 

“Men drink beer because they 
are thirsty. When they are load- 
ing and discharging cargoes seamen 
can’t drink water in hot weather, 
when they perspire. It makes them 
sick. They have to have water 
mixed with oatmeal. 

“I don’t see any sense in the 
present situation, myself. After I

was 60 years old I used to take a 
little claret. 


Now, if somebody is 
good-enough to offer me a little 
whisky I keep it quietly and take 
a tablespoonful before my supper.’”’ 

“Does it cost you five a pint?” 
inquired Senator Reed. 

“The doctor did not charge me 
for the prescription,’’ was the re- 
ply; ‘‘I got it for $2.75.’’ 


Always Easily Got. 


“Did you ever find any difficulty 
in getting in contact with men to 
supply you with the stuff?”’ asked 
Senator Reed. 

“Never the slightest difficulty.’’ 

Declaring that he had for years 
been interested in the study of 
history, Mr. Furuseth said he had 
never found an instance in history 
where reformers succeeded in cor- 
recting manners, personal habits 
and mental attitudes through law. 
It always has to be done by ex- 
ample, he said. 

“You have devoted all these 
years to a study of the welfare of 
the seamen?’’ asked Senator Reed. 

“Yes,” was the answer, ‘“‘my 
whole effort is to develop a bet- 
ter personnel and better conditions 
among the men who go to sea. My 
purpose is to work for temperance 
and sobriety.”’ 


Metal Head a Witness. 


James O’Connell, president of the 
metal trades department, a divi- 
sion of the American Federation 
of Labor, representing about 600,- 
000 wage earners, was the next 
witness, 

He started by declaring with em- 
phasis that organized labor was un- 
alterably opposed to the return of 
the saloons and that efforts to make 
it appear that labor wanted the 
saloon back was entirely mislead- 
ing. He had traveled extensively 
in all parts of the United States, 
he said. In high as well as low so- 
ciety, and in coming in contact with 
men and women in all walks of 
life he had been able to test out 
public sentiment. All are asking the 
same question, he averred, namely, 
whether the present law ‘is being 
carried out, whether it is doing 
what it was alleged it would do. 

“My observation is, that it is 
not,” he said, “far from it. It i@ 
being openly and flagrantly vio- 
lated. There are many of our citi- 
zens who are able to violate it by 
paying the price, but there are 
many who are not. 


Any Kind of Drink Obtainable. 


“The prohibition law is not in ef- 
fect, because you can procure most 
anything you want to drink if you 
have the price. You can procure it 
in hotels, in clubs and in saloons,

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though they are not now called sa- 
loons,’”’ Mr, O’Connell said, adding 
that recently he had visited a club 
where every kind of drink could be 
had and where even the old-fash- 
loned barroom rail was not lacking. 
And in another poorer plare nearby 
liquor was obtained under different 
conditions, > 

“And it struck me that it’s a 
farce,’’ said Mr. O’Connell. ‘“Prohi- 
bition is not in force. It is creating 
& morale in our citizenship that is 
not to the best interests of. the 
country. 

“The question is: ‘Is the law be- 
ing enforced; can it be enforced?’ 

“And my observation is that it 
can not be enforced under the pres- 
ent regulations. The present state 
of affairs must be improved upon or 
there will be chaos.’’’ 


Opposed to Dictated Reforms. 


Labor, Mr. O’Connell said, is 
against reforms which attempt to 
dictate what men should drink or 
eat or how they should live. 

“You could no more regulate the 
smoking of cigarettes by females 
than you could fly,’’ said Mr. O’Con- 
nell by way of example. 

“When you get to a state of mind 
where people refuse to follow re- 
forms, to the extent of violating the 
law or are willing to risk punish- 
ment to have their way, it’s time to 
do something. We are beginning to 
find ourselves, after the effects of 
the war, and we are wondering how 
it was possible to put this piece of 
legislation over on the people. The 
thing is how we're going to get ‘rid 
of something that we’re opposed to. 

“I say that this act is a failure 


and can’t be enforced. I don’t care 
how much money you spend, what 
additional legislation you enact. 
You can’t enforce it. We're against 
the corner saloon, soul and body. 
So there is no occasion for an anti- 
saloon outfit.” 


Labor Witness from Ohio. 


John T. Frey, president of the 
Ohio State Federation of Labor. was 
next on the stand. This organiza- 
tion represents 215,000 wage earn- 
ers, he said. He haa been executive 
officer for 27 years. 

“In Ohio, growing disrespect for 
authority and the law is due to the 
Volstead act and the way it is en- 
forced,’’ Mr. Frey said. He cited 


examples to illustrate his conten- 


tion. 

‘We had a Federal agent named 
Joshua Edward Russell, in OH io,” 
he said. He voted dry as senator 
and voted dry as congressman. He 
was appointed and after his appoint- 
ment it was found that liquor could 
be had more easily. Later he was 
convicted of conspiracy to violate 
the dry law.”’ 

Dry agents worked with him, 
Mr. Frey said, adding that in Cin- 
cinnati 21 were found guilty of as- 
sisting the bootleggers in carrying 
out their business. 

“Did not this have the effect of 
deterring violations?” asked Sena- 
tor Walsh. ; 


Not Deterred by Arrests. 


“‘No,”’ replied Mr. Frey, ‘“‘the 
men wouldn’t take the dry jobs 
unless they could get additional 
income,”’ Thirty-nine policemen 
were sent up, he added. 

“I should think that would have 


a salutory 
Walsh. 

“No, just the opposite.’’ 

Money is paid, Mr. Frey con- 
tinued, from the top to the bottom 
of the prohibition organization, 
even downeéto the constables “who 
plant the evidence.”’ 

For example, Mr. Frey said that 
a deputy state commissioner, with 
two of his assistants, desired to 
obtain the conviction of a United 
States marshal. They resorted to 
the use of women as a lure. 


effect,’ said Senator 


Women Used as Lures. 


“One of these women, a rather 
good-looking young woman, went 
to a hotel and made an appoint- 
ment with the marshal,’’ said Mr. 
Frey. “Prohibition agents fol- 
owed behind in an automobile. 
They broke into the hotel room 
and found the woman, but no 
liquor. 


‘“‘Women are used as lures, lead- 
ing men to their destruction, in 
order to make liquor cases.’’ 

‘Were these women of g00d 
moral character’? asked Senator 
Reed. 

“I’m not acquainted with them,” 
said Mr. Frey. 

“Well, anyway, they would have 
been sanctified by contact with the 
prohibition officers,’’ said Senator 
Reed. 

Mr. Frey then explained that one 
woman was the wife of a bootlegger 
who was arrested. The prohibition 
officer told her, Mr. Frey said, that 
if she would serve his purpose her 
husband would not be prosecuted. 

“The campaign in Ohlio,’’ Mr. 
Frey said, ‘‘is to urge men to break

A REAPPORTIONMENT PROBLEM. 
~ In these days when it is the fashion to hold 
the prohibition law responsible for whatever 


“may be thought to be amiss, it is not strange 
‘that -intimations have come from the wet 
‘forces to the effect that the reapportionment 
‘pf Congress, supposed to be made after every 
decennial census enumeration, has been pur- 
Pposely delayed because a reapportionment 


‘under the present census would increase the 
-wet vote in Congress. 

Whether this result would follow a new ap- 
-portionment can only be conjectured. But 
‘some instances have been pointed out in sup- 
-port of such a statement. Two things seem to 
-be apparent: First, that population has in- 
‘creased more rapidly in the larger cities than 
‘in the country districts; and second, that anti- 
-prohibition sentiment is stronger in the larger 
-cities than in the less densely populated sec- 
‘tions. 

' There are many instances of unequal rep- 
‘resentation, and in some of them, at least, the 
‘wets are the losers. New Jersey, for example, 
‘with an officially estimated population in 
1925 of approximately 3,500,000, hag twelve 
representatives in Congress, while Indiana, 
swith only a few more than 3,000,000 popula- 
tion, has thirteen representatives, and Georgia, 
‘with about the same population as Indiana, 
has twelve. New Jersey is wet and both Geor- 
gia and Indiana are dry States. 

- The number of representatives from Ken- 
tucky and Wisconsin is the same, each State 
having eleven. Dry Kentucky has around 
2,500,000 population, and wet Wisconsin 
2,800,000. 

Maryland, one of the States which has no 
enforcement code for Federal prohibition, has 
roughly 1,500,000 population and six represen- 
tatives, while dry Nebraska, with about 1,300,- 
000 population, has the same number of rep- 
resentatives.

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THE TREASURY’S INCOME. 


Official figures disclose the fact that the 
Treasury’s ordinary income from July 1, 1925, 
to April 1, 1926, was about $2,939,000,000, 
or about $110,000,000 in excess of the income 
for the same period for the fiscal year ended 
June 30,1925. From July 1, 1925, to April 1, 
1926, customs receipts were about $444,118,- 
000, or about $27,000,000 more than in the 
ten months of the previous year; while inter- 
hal revenue receipts for the same period were 
about $1,427,000,000, or approximately $141,- 
D00,000 more than the same months of the 
Previous fiscal year. 

.. Total ordinary expenses for the ten months 
of this year were about $2,237,000,000, or 
&bout $11,000,000 less than the same period 
Jast year. If Treasury receipts keep up with 
the record of the first ten months of this fiscal 
year it is likely that the surplus June 30 next 
Will amount to at least $300,000,000. 

.. Under these conditions, a deficit is now un- 
likely at the end of the next fiscal year ending 
yune 30, 1927. This is a gratifying commen- 
tary on the administration of the fiscal affairs 
of the government.

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WHEN FARMERS DISAGREE. 


The agricultural organizations and their 
spokesmen and supporters in committee and 
Congress must settle upon some plan of farm 
relief soon or it will be too late for any meas- 
ure to get through this Congress. The men 
who have the credit of controlling the activity 
and direction of this Congress are ready and 
willing to be shown some practical measure in 
harmony with sound economic principles. Po- 
litically the same men appear to be still more 
anxious to pass some law to quiet all fear that 
the farmers of the corn belt and the West in 
general will rise up and condemn the present 
Congress. 

It is unfair to blame Congress if the agricul- 
tural organizations can not agree. Certainly 
the country will not lay the blame on Con- 
gress if no farm relief measure can be brought 
to Congress with the unanimous indorsement 
of the individuals most interested. 

Despite the warning of the Department of 
Agriculture that growers should reduce their 
corn acreage, the growers are in the way of 
producing just as much corn this year as last. 
The crop and market review for March, 1926, 
published by the Department of Agriculture, 
has this to say: 


Farmers are' apparently expecting to 
plant about as much corn as last year. If 
farmers carry out their reported inten- 
tions, the corn acreage of the country will 
be decreased only one-tenth of 1 per cent, 
or about 100,000 acres. If the ten-year 
average yield of corn is obtained, about 
2,782,000,000 bushels of corn would be 
produced, as compared with 2,901,000,000 
bushels in 1925, 2,313,000,000 in 1924 
and a ten-year average production of 2,- 
840,000,000 bushels. 


It would appear that these figures are ample 
explanation of the low price of corn for two 
years. It is the old law of supply and demand. 
No act of Congress can repeal that law. 
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Approximately 37,000,000 of America’s pop- 
ulation are foreign-born. Between 1908 and 
1924 more than 13,000,000 aliens were ad- 
mitted into the United States, about one-half 
going back, leaving a net alien gain of about 
6,500,000.

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BUREAUCRACY. 


When the “independent offices’ appropria- 
tion bill is finally agreed to, it will carry a 
total of about $510,000,000 for the next fiscal 
year, which is about $50,000,000 more than 
the sum appropriated for the present fiscal 
year. It includes an item of $10,000,000 for 
the Shipping Board to use, if necessary, to 
keep American vessels in operation when pri- 
vate operators are beaten by unfair foreign 
competition. 

This important bill carries appropriations 
for the alien property custodian, the American 
battle monuments commission, the bureau of 
efficiency, the civil service commission, the 
employes’ compensation commission, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, the office of 
public buildings and public parks of the Na- 
tional Capital, the Smithsonian institution, 
the Shipping Board, the Fleet Corporation, 
the veterans’ bureau, the Federal power com- 
mission, the Federal board or vocational edu- 
cation, the Federal Trade Commission, the gen- 
eral accounting office, the housing corpora- 
tion, the railroad labor board, the geographic 
board and the tariff commission—nineteen 
commissions and boards entirely disconnected 
with the executive departments. 

This one bill illustrates how far the gov- 
ernment has drifted toward a form of bureau- 
cracy—a government by bureaus and commis- 
sions.

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LOANS TO GERMANY. 


American banking and commercial circles 
are becoming uneasy as to Germany’s financial 
relations with the United States and its citi- 
zens who have loaned German governmental 
and industrial establishments large sums of 
money, estimated last year alone to be $230,- 
000,000 or more, 

Germany, it {6 claimed by the American sec- 
tion of the international chamber of commerce, 
will be unable to pay all of its debts, including 
reparations, interest on old debt, adverse trade 
balances, foreign war claims, including Ameri- 
can private claims, and interest and principal 
on recent private loans. 

When the statement was made recently that 
perhaps German borrowings from American 
citizens during the last two years might never 
be repaid, it was looked upon as a mere scare. 
Now business organizations are calling atten- 
tion to the stern fact that all of these private 
loans to Germans are. essentially a third or 
fourth mortgage on German property and busi- 
ness. . . 

Great inducements in the way of high inter- 
est rates and short-time loans have been of- 
fered to American investors, not only in Ger- 
many, but in other foreign countries. The 
time has arrived when serious-minded busi- 
mess organizations are awakening to the real 
situation. American money is better invested 
in American enterprises. This is the opinion 
of wise investors. |

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THE OREGON TRAIL. 


The House has passed the bill authorizing 
the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemora- 
tion of the heroism of the fathers and mothers 
who traversed the Oregon trail to the far 
West, a hegira which resulted in adding new 
States to the Union and conferred imperish- 
able fame upon the pioneers. . 

Further, the purpose of the bill is to honor 
the 20,000 dead that lie buried in unknown 
graves along 2,000 miles of the great high- 
way leading westward; to rescue the various 
points along the old trail from oblivion, and 
to commemorate by suitable monuments, me- 
morial and otherwise, the tragic events asso- 


| ciated with that migration—erecting them 


either alotig the trail itself or elsewhere, in 
localities appropriate for the purpose, includ- 
ing the city of Washington. 

It is proposed to have not more than 6,000,- 
000 silver 50-cent pieces coined, which shall 
be a legal tender to the amount of their face 
value. These coins are to be issued only upon 
the request of the executive committee of the 
Oregon Trail Memorial association, and will 
be made under the regular laws governing the 
coinage of all 50-cent silver pieces. 

It is 
most fitting for Congress and the Amerti- 
can people to commemorate the achievements 
of the pioneers who, with infinite hardship, 
created a new empire beyond the Rockies.

STUDYING THE CRIME PROBLEM. 


Perhaps some persons are disappointed by 
the announcement of the newly created na- 
tional crime commission—of which F. Trubee 
Davison, a New York lawyer and member of 
the general assembly of that State, is chair- 
man—that it will make no recommendations 
to legislatures, to Congress or to the citizens 
until after a nationwide investigation has been 
made of all facts bearing upon the crime prob- 
lem, says the Chicago Daily News. 

From the practical point of view, sufficient 
or more than sufficient knowledge of crime 
is now available to warrant the taking of 
immediate steps of various sorts in efforts 
to combat it. It is not necessary for grand 
juries, judges, prosecutors and police authori- 
ties to wait for more facts. Even certain 
changes in the criminal code are well known 
to be essential in order that crime may be 
dealt with effectively. 

Still the kind of investigation planned by 
the national commission should serve useful, 
permanent purposes. That body desires to 
know not merely how many murders, burg- 
laries, holdups and other crimes of violence 
are committed in America, and how many of 
such crimes are fitly punished, but also.what 
persons commit these crimes, and what m6e- 
tives prompt them. Questions of early in- 
struction, home life, social environment, em- 
ployment and the like are to be studied in 
connection with the steady growth of crime 
in prosperous America. Light is to be sought 
on perplexing aspects of the problem, to the 
end that the final report and the suggestions 
of the commission may possess true scientific 
value and may serve accurately to guide 
toward wise revision of the laws and effective 
procedure covering crime. 

The crime problem is at once national and 
local. A model criminal code is contemplated 
by some experienced judges and lawyers, and, 
while sectional and territorial factors can not 
be neglected in coping with lawlessness, most 
of the aspects of the crime problem are gen- 
ral in their nature. One writer calls the 
failure to punish crime an ‘‘American scan- 
dal,’’ and not without reason. No American 
community can afford to withhold intelligent 
cooperation from the national crime commis- 
sion. 
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NOTHING NEW IN MUSIC. 


There is a legend based either on fact or on 
the possibility that it might easily be a fact, 
which says that in Germany years ago a group 
of monks offered a substantial sum to any one 
who could produce five bars of original music. 
The rest of the legend is that no one yet has 
seen fit to claim the money, says the Detroit 
News. 

The tale is recalled by the current re- 
searches of various students into the origin of 
jazz music, an activity stimulated possibly by 
Thomas A. Edison’s threat to hire arrangers 
to syncopate the classics, thus avoiding roy- 
alty payments on new dance tunes. While the 
Edison project shocked some commentators, 
others took it philosophically, observing that 
since many a modern dance theme is parallel 
in the classics: anyway, Edison might as well 
do his borrowing directly. 

Sigmund Spaeth touched the subject in one 
of his works, pointing out that “I Am Always 
Chasing Rainbows’’ was derived from the 
theme melody of Chopin’s Fantasia Impromp- 
tu, that the popular ‘“‘Castle of Dreams’’ was in- 
spired by the “Minute Waltz’’ of the same im- 
mortal, and that the Beethoven ‘‘Minuet’’ was 
the source of two latter-day tunes, ‘‘Rose of 
No Man’s Land”’ and “Apple Blossom Time in 
Normandy.”

LECTURE ON ANTIOCH 
CHALICE T0 BE GIVEN 


Wilford Conrow Will Speak 
At Luther Place Memorial 
Church Tuesday. 


An illustrated lecture on “The 
Chalice of Antioch’”’ will be given 
Tuesday at Luther Place Memorial 
church by Wilford Conrow, of New 
York. The Chalice was discovered 
during excavations in 1910 in the 


Near East. It was restored by a 
Paris scientist, and then brought to 
New York where it is kept at pres- 
ent. 

There is evidence that it was 
made during the first century of the 
Christian era. The sculptor was 
doubtless a Greek. Many corrobo- 
rative evidences are found to prove 
its authenticity. The pictures of it 
have been enlarged and will be 
thrown upon a canvass. The story of 
the four Gospels is plainly told on 
the engraved silver. The most inter- 
esting thing about it is, that it con- 
tains the cup which was doubtless 
used by Christ at the Last Supper. 
This small cup, which is dented and 
bent, was.the kind of a cup which 
the ancient Hebrews used on their 
water pots. It is believed that 
when it was to be preserved the 
sculptor made the chalice to hold it 
so that it would never be lost.

ITALIAN GHIEF ADVISES 


Mussolini Issues Statement 
Designed to Reassure 
Foreign Powers. 


A MATTER OF PRESTIGE 


Rome, April 9 (By A. P.).— 
Premier Mussolini was steaming 
across the Mediterranean today for 
Tripoli, leaving Italy to the care of 
the new fascist directorate, but be- 
fore sailing he left a personally 
written message with officials of the 
foreign office calculated to reassure 
foreign powers that his dramatically 
heralded visit to Africa involves no 
threat to the interests of other 
countries. 

“My voyage to Libya contains no 
menace,” the Italian dictator wrote, 
as set forth in a statement made by 
officials today to the special cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press. 
“In spite of the -pageant presented 
by our warships, my voyage is mere- 
ly a matter of prestige. 

‘‘We wish to concentrate atten- 
tion on our colonies to make them 
better known, better appreciated 
and better developed. But I refer 
only to the colonies we possess.” 

The dramatic events of the past 
three days in Italy——the attempt on 
the premier’s life and his spectacu- 
lar departure for North Africa— 
have brought the conflicting cur- 
rents of the Italian situation vividly 
to the surface. It was the fortune 
of the correspondent to reach Rome 
at just such a juncture, affording 
him an unusual opportunity to ob- 
serve the reaction of the public to 
this striking combination of events.

the law so prohibition agents can 
make cases.’’ 

“We want light wines and beer. 
We want to see the breweries and 


the distilleries taken out of the 
working man’s home.’’ 

The people of Ohio had voted 
against the prohibition amendment 
even at the time the Ohio legisla- 
ture ratified it Mr. Frey said. 

Senator Harreld wanted to know 
if the districts outside the large 
cities were not less wet than the 
cities. 

‘One of the driest governors Ohio 
has had in twelve years,’’ Mr. Frey 
said, ‘‘owed his election to an un- 
derstanding he had with the brew- 
ers and distillers of the State.’’ 
Few homes could be found, Mr. 
Frey continued, where there is not 
home brew or liquor in bond. It 
has brought more and more intem- 
perance and ill health, he added. 


Mild Beverage Wanted. 


“The average man doesn’t want 
hard liquor,” he continued. He 
wants a wholesome, mild beverage 
in his home with his meals.’’ 

Replying to Senator Reed as to 
the reasons for his interest in the 
prohibition question, Mr. Frey said, 
his interest was to promote the wel- 
fare of the workingman and to do 
his duty as a citizen. 

Senator Walsh wanted to know 
if Mr. Frey had from the start ep- 
posed prohibition. Mr. Frey said 
he had. Explaining his reason, he 
said: 

“It is the first blot on the charter 
of liberty in our Constitution. The 
other amendments guarantee hu- 
man liberty. The eighteenth is in 
the opposite direction.’’ 

When the discussion, prior to 
this, was centered about corruption 
in enforcement of the prohibition 
law, Senator Harreld had asked Mr. 
Frey if he thought the law against 
murder should be repealed because 
there might be corruption in en- 
forcing it. 


Murder Not Favored. 


Senator Reed reverted to this 
Phase of the discussion by asking 
Mr. Frey: 

“Do you know anybody who is 
in favor of murder?” 

“Not in this country,” 
Mr. Frey. 

“The sentiment against murder 
is universal and acknowledged by 
every sane man,”’ continued Senator 
Reed, who said that this involved 
a violation of a moral law, entirely 
different from violation of a regu- 
lation—wtich public opinion did sup- 
port. 

Senator Harreld asked why Mr. 
Frey objected to the restriction of 
personal liberty involved in the 
prohibition law, but did not object 
to the restriction of personal lib- 
erty involved in regulating gam- 
bling places or dance halls.’’ 


Reed Shows Distinction. 


“The law regulates dance halls 
or declares gambling places to be 
a public nuisance, but it does not 
say to the citizen ‘You shall not 
dance,’’’ interrupted Senator Reed, 

“You may regulate by-law the 
location of a livery stable, but you 
don’t say to a man that he shall 
not ride a horse,”’ he added.

Senator Edge, of New Jersey, will 
be presented today with the names 
of more than 12,000,000 persons 
who are in favor of a modification 
of the Volstead act by representa- 
tives of the National Liberal Al- 
liance.

HOGS AND WORMS, 


W. B. writes for some informa- 
tion about thumps in hogs and also 
for some information about a long, 
slender worm. | 
REPLY. 

Since I do not know enough to 
hurt about worms, I sent the worm’ 
to Prof. Ward of the State untl- 
versity. The substance of this reply 
was that the specimen was com- 
monly known as the hair worm, or 
hair snake, a cousin of the cabbage 
snake, so-called. 

This worm is apt to get into 
water supplies. It is harmless, 
though it makes no strong appeal 
to the esthetic sense. 

Being a poor pig doctor, that part 
of your letter about thumps in pigs 
went to Prof. Graham of the same 
institution. 

His reply was that thumps in 
older hogs was generally a pneu- 
monia due to exposure. 

Thumps in hogs weighing less 
than 50 pounds is generally due to 
round worms. A 50-pound hog can 
be wormed by giving him about 
30 minims of oil of chenopodium 
dissolved in one ounce of castor oil. 
The hog should be fasted for 24 
hours before being treated. The oil 
is shot down the pig’s throat with 
a syringe.

SPRING HS COME 


Warm Rains Bring: Blooms 
Out Two Days Ahead 
of Schedule. 


THOUSANDS WILL VIEW 
LOVELY SIGHT SUNDAY 


Traffic Regulations to Be 
Changed to Care for the 
Expected Crowds. 


The cherry trees began to bloom 
yesterday. 

A line of pink and white sepa- 
rated the sky’s blue from the 
earth’s green in the tidal basin 
landscape. Hastened by the warm 
rain of Thursday, the blossoms 
were out two days ahead of sched- 
ule, 

It is estimated that more than 
50,000 pedestrians and motorists 
will be out to see them Sunday. 
Every precaution will be taken by 
Lieut. Patrick J. Carroll, of the 
United States park police, to han- 


dle the heavy traffic that is ex- 
pected. He will have every avail- 
able man on duty. Special traffic 
regulations go into effect at noon 
Sunday and continue until night- 
fall. 

Virginia bound motorists will be 
directed down Fourteenth street, 
northwest, instead of west of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
Traffic using this roadway after 
noon will be forced to turn west 
on reaching Tidal Basin drive and 
make the entire circuit before 
reaching the highway bridge ap- 
proach again. 

Traffic entering the Tidal Basin 
by way of Seventeenth street will 
be turned west at the John Paul 
Jones monument and will follow 
the road to the first exit east of 
the monument. Traffic on the 
roadway next to the Tidal Basin, 
between it and the polo field, will 
be changed from one way west 
bound to one way east bound for 
the afternoon in order to make it 
circle the Basin. 


Sent From Japan. 


The cherry trees were sent to 
Washington in 1912 by the city of 
Tokyo, Japan, as a mark of esteem 
of the people of the Japanese capi- 
tal for the people of the Capital of 
the United States. 

A previous gift of 2,000 trees had’ 
been made by the citizens of Tokyo 
in 1910, but when they arrived they 
were found to be infested with root- 
gall worms and other insect pests 
and fungus diseases. This necessi- 
tated their being destroyed. 

There were 3,020 trees in the 
second shipment, in splendid con- 
dition. They were immediately 
planted, the single flowering vari- 
eties in west Potomac park and the 
double flowering in east Potomac 
park. The single flowering are the 
first to bloom; the double, starting 
about May 1. The present blooms 
will remain from ten to twelve days 
while those to come later will re- 
main in flower about two weeks. 

The trees represent twelve varie- 
ties, their Japanese names and 
their coloring being the following: 
Semei-yoshin, single pink; miku- 
ruma-gayeshi, light pink, single 
and double; shira-yuki, single 
white; kKuan-zan, large, double, 
deep-pink; ari-ake and jo-niol, 
single, white; gyo-i-ko, double, 
greenish yellow; ichiyo and Fugen- 
zo, large, double, light pink; taki- 
nioi, single white; surugadai-niol, 
single, white. 

The ‘‘semei yoshino,’”’ derived 
from the name of a place, has 
spreading branches. Its flowers at 
the beginning are light pink, but 
faint gradually. The “shirayuki,”’ 
or snow flake trees, have upright 
branches and the ariake, meaning 
dawn, trees, have large branches. 


Double Deep Pink. 


The flowers of the “fukorokuju,” 
or happiness trees, are double and 
deep pink; those of the “jo-nioi’’ 
are fragrant and white, their 
Japanese name meaning: fragrance. 
*“Cyo-ike’’ means a yellow gown in 
Japanese, and the flowers of this’ 
variety are double and of a green- 
ish yellow. 

Persons found tearing branches 
from the cherry trees will be ar- 
rested and prosecuted, it was an- 
nounced at the United States park 
police office yesterday. Announce- 
ment followed reports that three 
parties of motorists had _ torn 
branches from trees in Potomac 
park yesterday. Special police have 
been. detailed to prevent further 
depredations. 


Auto Fatalities Here 
Totaled 3 in March 


Fatalities resulting from auto- 
mobile accidents totaled three in 
the city of Washington during the 
four-week period ending March 27, 
figures just compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce show. During 
the four weeks ending February 27, 

‘nine deaths occurred from this 
cause. During 1925, 88 deaths were 
reported here, an verage of 17.4 
per 100,000 population. 

The general average throughout 
the country shows a reduction of 
eight per cent for the last four 
weeks, over the previous period 
ending February 27. From the re- 
ports of the 75 largest cities, New 
Bedford, Mass., 
Conn., had the best averages, no 
deaths from automobile accidents 
occurring there for the past three 
months.

The Provident Relief association, 
an insurance concern founded by 
the late John Brosnan, sr., began 
proceedings yesterday in equity 
court against W. Gwynn Gardiner, 


attorney, and former District com- 
missioner, who has been in control 
of the association’s affairs for the 
past year, to oust him. 

Mr. Gardiner was recently sued 
by the association for $250,000 
damages in a lawsuit for alleged 
interference with the affairs of the 
concern. 

The ousting proceedings. were 
started immediately after Justice 
Siddons allowed the association to 
intervene in a suit brought by the 
five sisters of John Brosnan, jr., 
son of the founder, to oust the lat- 
ter from the presidency of the as- 
sociation. 

Mr. Gardiner was appointed. by 
the court in April, 1925, as coman- 
ager of the association, with 
Charles S. Baker. The latter has 
resigned and no complaint has 
been made against him. 

The association, through . Mrs. 
Eunice Avery, its vice president, 
also asks the court to dismiss the 
original proceedings brought by 
Brosnan’s sisters, and alleges that 
it had no financial difficulty or 
other difficulty until Gardiner took 
charge. The court is asked to re- 
quire’ Gardiner to account for all 
receipts and disbursements. Attor- 
ney W. Bissell Thomas appeared 
for Mrs. Avery.

Scientists Authors 
Of Work on Fossils 


Dr, E. O. Ulrich, of the geological 
survey,and Dr. R. S. Bassler, of the 
National museum, are the joint 
authors of a publication just issued 
by the Smithsonian institute on the 
miscroscopic toothlike fossils called 
conodonts. This publication, it was 
explained, has inaugurated a new 
series of studies in pure research 
which are of economic value, par- 
ticularly to the oil industry. 

The flesh of Paleozoic fishes con- 
tributed much toward the forma- 
tion of petroleum, and the teeth 
themselves now enable geologists 
to determine the age of the strata 
from which they work out the rock 
structure and, in turn, the position 
of oil pools. 


FAGA DEFENSE ATTACKS

Tries to Discredit Prosecution 
Witness in Marine Lieu- 
tenant’s Trial. 


INVENTORY IS DISCUSSED 


A further attempt to discredit 
testimony of Quartermaster Sgt. 
Earle Smith, prosecution witness in 
the court martial of Lieut. William 
H,. Faga, marine corps, was made 
by Lieut.

Faga that on the outcome of his 
trial would depend the possibility 
of the witness’ being brpught into 
court, but the defense promises that 
Lieut. Faga will tell of this conver- 
sation when he testifies. 

Faga from his 
post last October and November is 
expected to be explained in a de- 
position from Miss Cecile Bashew, 
Philadelphia, whose name has been 
mentioned in the case. To hasten 
the hearing, the court has excludetl 
argument from the records.

IARMISTEAD PETER 


AOOAILS MOTWVES 
PUR OUlT BY WIFE 


Holds She Asks Accounting 
to Enable Starting of Re- 
plevin Action. 


ATTORNEYS URGE COURT 
TO DISMISS COMPLAINT 


$2,000,000 in Stocks and 
Bonds Involved in Case 
Against D. C. Scion. 


Through his attorneys, Armistead 
Peter, jr., of Tudor place, took a 
defiant stand in the District Su- 
preme court yesterday, and gave in- 


dications that he is ready for a 
finish fight over the $2,000,000 for- 
tune which he now has in his pos- 
session and which his wife, Mrs. 
Anna W. Peter, says belongs to her, 

Attorneys Frank J. Hogan and 
Arthur Peter, counsel for Mr. Peter, 
asked Chief Justice McCoy not to 
require Mr. Peter to answer a list 
of questions which recently was 
served on him by counsel for Mrs. 
Peter. 

The sole purpose in asking thesa . 
questions of Mr. Peter, the attor- 
neys argued, was to ascertain the 
whereabouts of the $2,000,000 for- 
tune so that Mrs. Peter might seek 
to get possession of it through a 
writ of replevin. 


Injunction Agreed To. 


While this preliminary skirmish- 
ing was taking place in court, Mr. 
Peter was in his eighteenth century 
mansion in Georgetown, surrounded 
by objects remindful of his distin- 
guished lineage. He is a direct de- 
scendant of Mrs. George Washing- 
ton. 

Mrs. Peter, who became es- 
tranged from her aristocratic hus- 
band more than two years ago, is 
now in Dobbs Ferry, N. Y. Their 
son, Armistead Peter 3d, is in Eu- 
rope with his wife. 

By agreement of counsel for 
both plaintiff and defendant, Jus- 
tice McCoy yesterday issued an in- 
junction restraining Mr. . Peter 
from pledging or removing from 
this city any of the stocks or bonds 
in the $2,000,000 fortune, 
Attorneys Hogan and Peter de- 
clared that the stocks and bonds re- 
mained intact and that there had 
never been any intention of dispos- 
ing of them while the suit is pend- 
ing. Therefore, they said, the re 
straining order was “entirely agree- 
able’ to them. 


Whereabouts of Fortune Sought. 


Mrs. Peter sued her husband for 
an accounting of the $2,000,000 
worth of stocks: and bonds when 
she discovered that they had been 
removed from a safety deposit box 
by her husband. 

The questions asked Mr. Peter 
in the list served on him by coun- 
sel for Mrs. Peter were, in sub- 
stance as follows: When were the 
securities removed from the safety 
deposit box, to what places were 
they removed, and where and by 
whom are they now held? 

In objecting to these questions 
the attorneys for Mr. Peter declared 
that the questions were not au- 
thorized by law and were not asked 
for the purpose of bringing out in- 
formation to help the present suit. 
They were asked, the attorneys de- 
Clared for the sole reason of paving 
the way for a sult of replevin. They 
made the further point that under 
the law of the District neither hus- 
band nor wife can be compelled to 
give testimony against or for the 
other. 

H. Prescott Gatley, of the law 
firm of Minor, Gatley, Rowland, 
Williams, Myers, Quiggle and 
Brooding, who is representing Mrs. 
Peter, denied the contentions of 
Attorneys Hogan and Peter. 


To Hear Case April 23. 


Arguments on this question will 
be made before Chief Justice Mc- 
Coy, April 23. The answer of Mr. 
Peter’s attorneys to the original bill 
of complaint will be filed April 19. 
Persons who know Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter had predicted that the suit 
was almost certain to be settled out 
of court in order to prevent an air- 
ing of the couple’s domestic diffi- 
culties. Therefore, the apparent 
willingness of Mr. Peter to come to 
fight was a surprise. 


Warner Statements 
Stricken From Record 


Allegations to the effect that Mrs, 
Natalie A. Warner, wife of Lieut. 
Paul C. Warner, navy alr service, 
intended to go back to Russia, her 
native land, and statements by her 
husband that he had learned that 
she entertained views inimical to 
the institutions of this country, 
were ordered stricken out of the 
lieutenant’s amended cross-bill yes- 
terday by Chief Justice McCoy in 
equity court. 

Attorney Levi David, counsel for 
Mrs. Warner, took exception to 
these allegations and statements as 
improper. The court granted the 
lieutenant permission to file the 
amended cross-bill asking for a 
limited divorce on the grounds of 
alleged cruelty and desertion. In 
her bill for limited divorce Mrs. 
Warner charged cruelty and drunk- 
enness.
